Liberty post office box is now 
being used by a Hawaiian at Olaa 
in the Hawaiian Islands If post 
office boxes could talk, they could 
tell many an interesting story, not 
the last of which could be a trav¬ 
elogue.

WASHINGTON, July 11—Ken¬ 
tucky's burley-tobacco crop this 
year will be about 12,500.000 
pounds less than that of a year 
ago. the Agriculture Department 
said. 

The forecast was based on crop 
conditions July 1. 

The Department estimated the 
burley crop for the entire burley

at 490,000,000 pounds this 
year. About 15,760.000 pounds less' 
than the 1956 crop. 

Thus the cut in Kentucky con¬ 
stitutes nearly all of the bcltwide 
reduction. 

The Kentucky forecast is for a 
crop of 322.875.000 pounds, com¬ 
pared with last year's 335,340,000 
pounds.

Topping, Suckering Tips 
For Burley Are Given 

Proper topping and suckering 
hurley tobacco will reduce nicotine 
content of the crop considerably, 
says C. E. Bortner, Kentucky Ex¬ 
periment Station fertility specia¬ 
list. 

“Best practices for handling bur- 
ley for better quality an da lower 
nicotine content are: Topping the 
crop when three-fourths of the 
plants are in bloom; topping two 
leaves higher than normal; allow¬ 
ing the top suckers to grow ;prim- 
ing the lower four or five leaves 
to keep them from being lost in 
the field; and allowing the tobac¬ 
co to remain in the field until it 
is mature.” 

These practices stem from re¬ 
search. Bortner said, showing that: 

(1) Waiting until the field is 
well bloomed out before topping 
reduces nicotine content under j

what it would be if plants 
topped “in bud”; 

(2) If the plant is topped two 
leaves higher than usual and the 
season is favorable, the grower 
may get an additional two "good” 
leaves; if season is unfavorable 
and the two top leaves are not 
good, they can be removed at cut¬ 
ting time (with the two top suck¬ 
ers) with one stroke of the knife. 

(3) When the two top suckers 
remain on the plant, nicotine pro¬ 
duction is greatly retarded and 
development of suckers or. the re¬ 
mainder of the plant is reduced. 

(4) Priming the lower four or 
f.ve leaves produces good smoking 
tobacco (if they are properly cur¬ 
ed); and also reduces the necessity 
for early cutting. Once the danger 
cf the loss of these lower leaves 
is removed, the grower can leave 
the rest of the plant in the field to 
mature; this can mean more money, 
at selling time. 

Much more burley is damaged 
each year from being cut at the 
“too-green” stage than is damaged 
by harvesting at the over-ripe 
stage.
